Jesse Hoffman, a bright lad of 12 years, 
son of Mr. Joseph P. Hoffman, Carpen- 
ter of the Cotton Mills, was terribly 
scalded Saturday evening.

Just as the parties reached the line of 
the gutter the earth gave way and young 
Hoffman went down into the almost 
boiling stream. 

His limbs were so badly burned that 
his shoes and stockings bad to be cut off. 

The left leg was scalded almost to the 
knee, and while his injjrics are not 
necessarily dangerous they are painful in 
tbe exlreme.

After an inquest the body was em- 
balmed and brought here at 1 31 yester- 
day afternoon, being taken direct to the 
undertaking rooms of Mr. Q. A. Means, 
frcm whence it was conveyed to the 
Maysville Cemetery at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

Deceased was a red 2'. years and 9 
months, and be was an exceptionally 
bright young man.

Capital of Topeka. Kansas, which coi 
tains an account of New Richmond' 
last horrible tragedy, about as its details 
appeared in these columns following the 
awful and grewsome occurrence, 
fully appears that Anderson was 
least woll enough known in Kansa 
cause him to be committed to an asy 
for the insane from which he appears to 
have been deliberately turned loose. 
Here is what The Capital says with refer- 
ence to the history of that case: 
"Anderson lived at Newton. Kansas, 
for a number or years and was sub- 
ject to fits or insanity. He enter 
tained an idea that some MM had die 
possessed him of a large sum of 
money and it it supposed that he be- 
leived Fridman was the man who had 
done so. Anderson wat a paper 
hanger by trade That he wat tuf 
fering rrom a return of the disease of 
insanity there is no doubt. He was 
adjudged insane by Probate Judge 
N. C. Groom at Newton in Novem 
ber, 1892. and was taken to the State 
Insane Asylum December 1st, lt*«2, 
but remained leas than a year, escap 
ing from the institution atOsawatomie 
November 8th. 1893 He wat dit 
charged from the asylum May 10th, 
1894, but the record aayt, Dis- 
charged, not In his right mind.' He 
visited Newton just after his dis 
charge and wat there for teveral 
weeks. He left for the East last 
tummer and had not been beard of 
until the news of tbe murder and 
lynching was received."* 
From the foregoing it clearly appears 
that he held his fancied grudge againtt 
his aged Victim even while he lived at 
Newton. And wby he should have been 
turned loose upon tbe Kansas public, 
vide the record as above, in tb* condition 
bo wss, certainly was tb* prime, serious

Santiago db Cuba, Sept. 3, via Key 
Weat, Sept. lo.— Particulars have just 
reached here of the engrag-ement be- 
, tween the forces of (larrldo. Gomez 
and Jose Maceo, at Savig-ne, on the 
30th ultimo, wherein tbo loss of life 
was vary heavy. 

A Spaniah column of H50 men of the 
refiment of Simancas, 400 g-uerrillas of 
Unantanaroo, under Commander Gar- 
rido and ( apt Gomez, with two pieces 
of artillery, met the vanp uard of Jose 
Maceo'a forces a short distance from 
Camp Santa Maria Sa\i near Ra- 
mon de Las Yag-uas. The Spaniards at- 
tacked tha skirmishing party, the 
fighting- continuing all the afternoon. 
Tke Cuban* retreated slowly to the 
foot of tha hill on which their camp 
wa* located, drawing the enemy on. 
Maceo with 1,200 men watched the 
tight from hia well fortitled position 
on tne hill top, his near presence being- 
unsuspected by the Spaniards. At 
break of day Saturday, the 31st ult, 
the Spaniards resumed the attack, 
placing themselves along the bank of a 
creek at the foot of the hill. When 
the engagement was at its height, Ma- 
ceo sent part of his force of 1,200 men 
down the opposite side of the hill and 
surrounded the enemy. Hemmed in on 
either side the Spaniards foutrht des- 
perately and for some hours the list 
of slain grew rapidly. 

Antonio Maceo, who was in Kscnr.- 
dell, eighteen miles from the scene nf 
the conflict, learning that his brother 
was lighting the Spaniard* tent too 
cavalrymen to his aid. With thin ad- 
ditional fore* Joaa Maceo soon had the 
enemy whipped and retreutinjr, but it 
waa not nntil after eight hours of 
hard fighting. The Spaniards' loss 
waa abo.it 200 killed and wound-

The Chinese Steamer Catter- 

thun Goes on *he Rocks. 



Only Twe-ty-Slx Out of Eightj 
Lives Were SiverJ, 



New York, Sept. 16.— The Herald 
Sunday morning published 
lng: 

Vakcoutbr, B. C, Sept. 14.— The 
two thousand ton Ch' 
terthun, bound from Sydney to China 
with eig-hty-one human beings 
board, is lying, many fathoms deep, 
off Seal Rock, near l'ort Stephen*' 
lighthouse. Only twenty-six lives 
were saved. The terrible details of 
the catastrophe fill many pages of Aus- 
tralian papers. The following are the 
names of the drowned: 

R l'razer, R Smith, Mrs. Mathias, 
Mrs. Loring, Miss Loring, Neil Shan- 
non. Liverpool, master; W. P. Hlnney, 
chief oiliccr; Harold Leflier.third officer; 
R. II. Anderson, engineer; J. W. 
Adams, third engineer; A. I. Wolsten- 
holm, fourth engineer; R Manning, 
chief steward, and forty-one Chinese. 

The accident was due to currents 
drifting the steamer on the rocks in 
the fury and darkness of the storm. 
Mrs. and Miss Lorinjr were the wife 
and daughter of the secretary of the 
Imperial Federation Legion of Austra- 
lia, and were well known in San Fran- 
cisco, having been on their way there, 
via China. 

At the coroner's inquest it was em- 
phatically proved that the steamer was 
being steered all ri^ht and that the 
only way to account for the vessel 
striking wat that some mysterious 
current carried her on the rocks. Fol 
lowing is an account of the disaster by 
a survivor. Dr. Copcman, which most 
accurately and briefly details the 
cumstances of the disaster:
